UNLIKE PRESENT PIN 


Women of today would hardly | 
recognize these pins with which the 
belles of Utica smart set arranged | 
their hair at the time of Salammbo 
(cousin of Hannibal.) They lack 
the hairpin curve, resembling rath- 
er a pointed knitting needle with a 
head. The straight. me bone, 
rounded and polished, varies in 
length from three to eight inches. 


The heads of many of these pins 
are beautifully carved. Some are 
sculptured in the form of the hu- 
man head; others bear a Punic in- 
scription which is being deciphered 
by Abbe Chabot, member of the 
French academy, one of the great- 
est authorities on this language. 

The buttons, Made also of bone, 
are lished and of brown color 
ranging from the size of a nickel 
to that of halt a dollar. Instead of 
several holes in the center they 
have only one. through which the 
cloth of the garment 


How well buried is the once 
flourishing port of Utica was 
brought home to us by experience 
with native working men. Wa 
hired fifteen of them in Tunis and 
sent them to the excavations. 
— are only twenty miles dis- 
tant. 

Nothing was heard of them un- 
til today, when the foreman ap- 
peared in Tunis and declared there 
was no such place as Utica, for 
they had wandered all over the 
country between Tunis and Bizerta 
and found nobody, not even the 
oldest inhabitant, who ever heard 
of such a city.

SAN DIEGO, March  16.-—Air- 
planes can make war so terrible 
that the nation with an inferior 
air defense would be forced to sue 
for peace, Col. Harry Graham, 
Rockwell Field commandant, told 
members of the Hammer Club of 
the American Legion today. 

“The only protection against air 
attack ie other aircraft and they 
muat be ready to fight at the out- 
break of hostilities.” the colone! 
said. “Potential alr power will 
not suffice. The fact that the 
armament conference placed no 
Umitation on airplanes is an in- 
dication of the importance of air 
power. 

“The majority of the bombs 
used in the war were small, the 
greater number weighing only 
twenty-five pounds, with 


now have a bomber that can let 
ten tons of bombs. 


“In some recent teste a 4000- 
pound bonib was dropped. It tore

ATTACK PLAN 

“In an attack on a fleet we 
would first send out the observa- 
tion planes to docate the enemy 
and then send out the pursuit 
ships to clear the air. The ob- 
servation planes could operate for 
about 300 miles at sea. 

“The pursuit ships would not 
only clear the air of the enemy, 
but would drop small bombs, 
smoke bombs and noxious gases of 
all kinds, and phosphorus to blind 


the fleet. It is a peculiar fact 
that while you can’t see up 
through the smoke, the planes 


could see down through it.

We would figure on sending three 
to five bombers to each capital 
ship and when they reached a 
ship it would be mighty inter- 
esting aboard the vessel at that 
time.

NEW YORK, March 16.—For 
half a century Lincoln Schindler, 
60 years of age, went through life 
hearing no sound and ehyly re- 
fraining from any attempt to speak 
in public. Saturday he was oper- 
ated on at Bellevue Hospital for 
a tumor of the neck. 

For the rst time in fifty years 
the inhibitions against speaking to 
strangers, which had made him «a 
deaf mute so far as those outside 
his immediate family and small 
circle of friends were concerned, 
had been obliterated by the effect 
of the anesthetic. As he began 
to come out of the ether he sur- 
prised the surgeons by calling for 
Dr. Leon Bromberg. who had as- 
sisted Dr. W. D. Sutliffe in the op- 
eration. 

The dovtors were afraid that as 
the effects of the ether wore off 
and he was coinpletely restored to 
his norma! Consciousness his mind 
would automatically set up the in- 
hibitions which had governed him 
so lung and he would lapre into si- 
lence. However, more than twenty- 
four hours after the operation 
Schindler was still talking and an- 
swering. and without any sign of 
restraint, questions put to him by 
phyricians and strangers alike.

ESPEE VICE-PRESIDENT

SAN FRANCISCO, March 10.—! 


Intensive study of the problem ot 
railroad transportation and its re- 
lation to national defense should 
be undertaken before an actual 
war-time emergency arises, Faul 
Shoup, vice-president of che South- 
ern Pacific Company, declared to- 
day in an address to che members 
of the Association of the Army of 
the United States. 

The experience of the railroads 
during the last war and their ac- 
tivities under Federal control 
should be carefully analyzed, he 
said, % as to see exactly what 
happened and what should be 
avoided in the future. The physi- 
cal situation of the roads with re- 
to army transportation ge- 
tivities should be studied, he ex- 
plained, that railroad men may 
know the military needs and the 
military authorities may under- 
stand the character and extent of 
railroad facilities.

Be- 
cause of the assistance given large- 
ly by the American loan, the Ger- 
mans are able to resume their prac- 
tice of extending long-time credit 
advantages to foreign customers. 
In some cases it is said that these 
privileges run from six months to 
a year, while American exporters 
usually find it difficult to grant 
three months’ credit. The German 
banks work hand in hand with the 
industrialists and assiduously facil- 
itate this practice. 

Under these circumstances it is 
natural for American manufactur- 
ers who have dominated world 
trade in the last few years to be- 
come resentful when they wake up 
and find their money used in this 
manner. It subtracts something 
from their self-eatisfaction. How- 
ever, it is possible that German 
competition may stimulate manu- 
facturers in this country to the 
proper cultivation of foreign busi- 
ness. Charles M. Schwab. chair- 
man of the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration, on his return from Eu- 
rope a few days ago expressed this 
criticiam in an interview: 


SCHWAB'S STATEMENT 


“American manufacturers must 
go efter export business more than 
ever. They have never shown great 
aptitude for this trade. Only when 
domestic orders have fallen off 
have we sought markets abroad. 

“We have now reached the point 
where a distinct effort must be 


will ardently wish that German in- 
It now seems that Mr. Moody's 


glimpse into the future was not entirely visionary, for there are indica- 
tions that frequent twinges of regret are possessing some of the 
American industrialists who subscribed portions of the $110,000,000 
German loan floated in this country some months ago. The situation 
is not unlike that of the banker who, in a generous mood, subscribes 
for stock in a new bank that later obtains all of his business.

Railroads 
would be depriving themselves of 
freight were they to order abroad, 
and a concern is not apt to take 
business away from iteelf. There- 
fore, there will never be any 
amount of foreign competition 
the American market.”

Tozin-antitoxzin is «a product 
composed of a small amount of 
diphtheria toxins (poisins, neutral- 
ized by antitoxin) to the extent of 
not being isonous ani yet still 
retaining the power to stimulate 
the development of the antitoxin 
by the children’s bodies. 

It can be determined which chil- 
dren or adults do not possess a nat- 
ural immunity to diphtheria and 
therefore are liable to contract the 
disease if ex to it, by giving 
them the Schick test. I told you 
of that last week. Do not con- 
fuse the Schick test with the ant 
tozin or toxin-antitoxin treatment. 
It is not a diphtheria treatment: 
simply a test as to the suscepti- 
bilit * diphtheria.

STEEL WORK 


More than $60,000,000 will be 
saved annually in this country by 
the adoption of the American In- 
stitute of Steel Construction Stand- 
ardization measures, Lee H. Miller, 
chief engineer of the organization. 
declared last night at a joint meet- 
ing of draftemen, estimators engi- 
neers and members of the sales 
and technical forces of the local 
steel fabricating industry. 

These standardization measures 
are the standard specifications for 
the fabrication and erection of 
steel, which make possible a saving 
of 12% per cent in the amount of 
steel required for any apecific job, 
and the code of standard practice,’ 
which eliminates waste in the buy 
ing and selling of steel, according 
to Engineer Miller. Approximate- 
ly twenty-five cities, including Los 
Angeles, have already adopted 
these measures. The meeting last 
‘night wae held under the auspices 
of the local division of the insti- 
tute, headed by Benjamin Harwood 
of the Liewellyn Iron Works.

Conservatively estimated, the Pacific Electric has an 
investment of over $85,000,000 in its physical 
equipment and right-of-way in Southern Cali- 
fornia, with an additional $25,000,000 in land 
and other property. 7 


Primarily a passenger, road, its industrial service is 
one of no small dimensions. In 1924, its freight traffic 
was in excess of 200,000 cars. 

The service thus rendered to the oil and lumber in- 
dustries is a vital one. 


A measure of what it performs for the fruit growers 


is shown in the fact that fifty-one packing houses are

“Not only should one know the 
subject and believe in the message. 
but he should be physically and 
mentally earnest about it. of 
equal importance is directness in 
king.

There should he ‘the 
same searching-out element of 
voice that one finds in conversa- 
tion. The modern and best type 
of public-speaking is dignified, en- 
ergized conversation. One of the 
best ways to acquire directness of 
expression is for one (in practice 
only) to open his sentences with 
a direct address, by name, to some 
one present. bodily or in imagina- 
tion, and tell him what you have 
to say. The effect of such prac- 
Lines will be to make the speaker 


impress his thought as though he 
meant it, every word.
